Don’t work alone. Plan on doing your installations with help. More hands make 
the job go faster and easier. It is also much safer. Plan your moves in advance. 
Consult with your helpers about the best way to do something. 


Follow the manufacturer’s instructions. Don’t try to improvise unless you really 
know what you are doing. The people who make the products know best how to 
install and use their equipment. 


Of course these are only a few of the safety tips to practice. There are many more. Following good safety practices will 
help ensure that you are around to use that installation you are working so hard on.

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Mailing Lists, Blogs, and Podcasts Are Good Sources of Ham Info - Dan Romanchik, KB6NU 
Whether you’re a newcomer or an old-timer, the Internet is possibly the best way to learn as much as you can about 
Amateur Radio. On the Internet, you’ll find many, many ham radio mailing lists, podcasts, and videos. In essence, these 
resources give you access to hundreds, if not thousands, of Elmers. 


One mailing list that I always suggest to new hams is the HamRadioHelpGroup 
<http://groups.yahoo.com/group/HamRadioHelpGroup>. The purpose of this group is to help “those who are interested 
in getting started in Amateur Radio or upgrading their license.” This mailing list has a good mix of beginners and experts, 
and most questions are answered quickly and correctly. One thing that | really like about this group is that the moderators 
do a good job of keeping the discussions on track, and will squelch them when they stray off topic or threaten to turn into 
flame wars. 


In addition to the HamRadioHelpGroup, you might also want to join a more targeted mailing list. For example, if you’re 
interested in learning Morse Code (hint, hint), you might — join the SolidCpyCWw list 
<http://groups.yahoo.com/group/SolidCpyCW/>. If you just bought a Yaesu FT-60 hand-held transceiver, you might want 
to join the FT-60 list <http://groups.yahoo.com/group/FT-60/>. Chances are that no matter what your interest, there’s 
probably a mailing list to discuss that interest. 


I’m subscribed to a lot of Amateur Radio mailing lists and could probably spend most of my day just reading and replying to 
them. In order to get the most out of them, without them taking away from my on-air time, | only read those threads that 
lam really interested in, and even then, | quit reading them once they have started to drift off-topic. | also un-subscribe 
myself from lists that cover topics that I’m no longer interested in. 


Blogs, podcasts and videos 


In addition to getting on a few mailing lists, you might want to read a few blogs and subscribe to podcasts. These are also 
great sources of information about Amateur Radio. | blog about Amateur Radio at <www.kb6nu.com>, and lots of hams 
find it a good source of information. You can find a list of other ham radio blogs that I’d recommend on my home page. 


Podcasts are also a good source of information. One podcast that you might want to check out is the Practical Amateur 
Radio Podcast <www.myamateurradio.com>. Since 2008, Jerry, KDOBIK, has been producing PARP, and currently has 
more than 50 different episodes online. For other podcasts, consult the list on Jerry’s home page. 


Finally, there are literally thousands of Amateur Radio videos on the net. On YouTube alone, there are approximately 
32,000 of them. The ARRL has its own channel <www.youtube.com/user/arrlhg>, but perhaps the most popular Amateur 
Radio video channel is the K7AGE channel <www.youtube.com/user/k7age>. K7AGE has more than 6,200 subscribers and 
his videos have garnered more than 2.1 million views! 


Whatever source or sources of information you select, remember to not let them take up too much of your time. Ham 
radio is about more than just reading, listening, or watching. It’s about doing!

“Q” Signals For Everyone? NOT - Bob Salow, WA1IDA 


..And you thought all those “Q” abbreviations were for hams, or at least telegraphers in general. Maybe you just were not 
alive in 1912 when the list was made official (as amended). By now the ICAO and the ITU have grown (and outgrown) the 
categories of codes to: 


= QAA - QNZ series is reserved for the aeronautical service. 
=" QOA - QQZ series is reserved for the maritime services. 

=" QRA - QUZ series is for use by all services. 

=" QZA - QZZ series is for other usage. 


As hams are likely to do, we have unofficially assumed control of the QN_ series (from the Aeronautical Service) for use on 
CW nets. There are also a few “officially” unassigned codes hams use, such as QST. 


Having studied to get your ham license, you already know the rules for using the ham “Q” codes, but the international 
rules state that the other codes are to be used only by the services to which they are assigned. 


And now the real rule: Communication clarity recommends that these codes are to be used only on CW, not on phone. On 
phone, it is best to say the meaning out in full.

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Why do people join clubs? -Jim Bradley KB1JKJ 

| had a thought that | was a “club person,” so within a few months of becoming empty nesters a few years ago | joined 
several clubs: a biking club, a book club, an Amateur Radio club and a sailing club. I’m still a member of the book and (sort 
of) the cycling club. What happened with the other clubs you ask? Let me explain. 


| joined these clubs to be with people who share an interest in my hobbies. | enjoy hobbies because they help me to relax, 
and give me a feeling of accomplishment. When everything seems to be going wrong on a particularly trying day | find that 
going for a sail, biking or turning on one of my radios and making a couple QSOs seems to change things around. Engaging 
in one of my hobbies just puts me in a better mood. 


Also when | join a club | get the added benefit of meeting new potential friends who share my interests. At the sports club | 
can talk about where to bike, share views on equipment and perhaps go biking with one of the members. The same holds 
true for the radio club. | can talk antennas; the contacts | made during a contest or even get into a friendly discussion on 
whether EchoLink and D-STAR are really radio. Perhaps the book club promotes the most discussion (and the least friction 
among members) because the very nature of that club is to discuss a book that the members have recently read. The 
bottom line is that the time | spend at club activities is enjoyable and relaxing and adds to my knowledge. It is time well 
spent. 


But, with the exception of the book and to some extent the biking club, my club activities ceased to be fun. When a hobby 
or a club membership stops being enjoyable it’s time to think about change. | still enjoyed my hobbies and didn’t want to 
give up any one of them, but for reasons described below the club activities just stopped being enjoyable. So | had only to 
deal with the clubs. Should | quit the ones that troubled me? Could | effect changes within the clubs that would satisfy 
me? Should | just “chill out” and go along for the ride as most of the club members did? Moreover what did | find so 
troubling in these clubs? Let’s handle that in a sort of generic way and apply my situation to clubs in general. 


First quitting a club in which you’ve been a member for some time is a complex decision because several factors are 
involved. Leaving something that once gave you pleasure may not be easy (think a divorce!). What will become of the 
friendships that you established? How will you continue to be involved in the hobby represented by the club? 


But why are the club memberships often no longer fun for many (often the most active) members? Moreover how can 
the fun be restored? Often the club is not going in the direction that you and most members want it to go in. Dominating 
personalities clash. While personality clashes are common they need not be a problem so long as once a decision is made 
everyone supports it. The problems come when a person or a small group of people will not accept the decision and do 
everything in their power to make sure the action is not supported. This was the situation in three of the clubs in which | 
was a member. If this is the situation in your club you have three possible actions. They are; 


e Run for office at the next club election on a platform of change, 
¢ Do nothing, 
e Leave the club. 


(I’m sorry to say | took the easy way out and left two clubs that | joined only a few years ago, though | still sail and 
participate in Ham radio activities) Maybe I’m not a club member-type after all but | think it’s the actions of a few in each 
of the clubs that caused me to turn away. 


If decisive actions are not taken when a club is experiencing trauma, as described above, the club is doomed. The minority 
who will not accept “majority rule” will do everything in their power to cause the decisions that they oppose to fail to 
provide the desired result. They often work in the shadows and assail people who volunteer to do tasks they did not 
support. Such actions cause hard feelings and lead to aggravation and frustration on the part of the club’s volunteers. In 
other words the club stops being fun for members and they begin to think about why they volunteer for club activities or 
even why they are club members. 


When the type of conduct continues it leads to key members resigning positions or even leaving the club. Clubs can’t 
afford to lose members who are active within the club. The offending member(s) need to be advised that they must 
change the way they “operate” within the club. If they do not stop their noxious behavior the club’s future will be at risk. 
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Where Do | Point the Beam? - Arr Contest Update, 26 March 2012 


A perennial (if not daily) question for the DXer - which direction - is often answered by an “azimuthal” map showing the 
great-circle path to anywhere from your QTH. You can buy one, but the web site <www.wm7d.net/azproj.shtml> can 
whip up a custom map for you in a few minutes. Start with the “Short Form” version to get a feel for the program - enter 
your latitude and longitude, select “Whole World” and 2500 km/cm for the whole map to fit on one sheet of letter-sized 
paper. Press “Generate Map” and voila! The “Long Form” process allows much more customization - warning - making 
custom maps is quite addictive! 


BARC 70cm Repeater Off 


Our 70cm repeater is off the air, until further notice. The 2M repeater on 145.230 remains operational. We are reviewing 
and revamping our total repeater support to the Greater Boston ham community.

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Free Circuit Design Tools for Ham Radio - Dan Romanchik, KB6NU 

About a week ago, | started looking for a schematic capture program so that | could easily generate some simple 
schematics for my upcoming Extra Class study guide. Since | use a Mac as my main computer, | first asked on the Ham-Mac 
mailing list if anyone knew of a good one. | got several recommendations, including: 


=" Diptrace <www.diptrace.com/> 
=" Eagle <www.cadsoftusa.com/downloads/freeware/?language=en> 
= McCad <http://mccad.com/> 


Eagle looked like a good choice, although several people mentioned that the user interface “left much to be desired.” 


Then, | remembered that | had OmniGraffle, which is a general-purpose 
diagramming tool. Googling around, | found several sets of electronic 
symbol libraries that could be used with OmniGraffle. | installed them, 
and generated a couple of figures for the study guide section that 
discusses T-network and pi-network filters. It was a reasonably good 
solution to my problem. 


A Web solution 


A couple of days ago, though, someone on the local Maker mailing list, 
pointed me toward CircuitLab <https://www.circuitlab.com/>, an online 
schematic capture tool and circuit simulator. | haven’t tried the circuit 
simulation yet, but the schematic capture tool is really easy to use. It’s 
much easier to use for drawing circuit diagrams than OmniGraffle. 


Another benefit is that it doesn’t matter what computer you're using. 
Because it runs in a Web browser, it doesn't matter whether that 
browser is running on a Mac or a PC or even a Linux box. 


If you set up an account, you can save circuits to your “workbench.” To 
get you started, there are some sample circuits, such as the 555 timer 
circuit shown in Figure 1. There’s also some decent documentation and 
a forum where you can discuss circuits and get some help.

Finally, the price is right, too. It looks like using CircuitLab is completely free. | couldn’t find any pages that required 
payment.
